War Probabilities. 

London Chat-- Charity Reduced 
to a Burden. 

Bi-Centenary of Hie Nantes Re- 
vocation. 

[From Our Own Correspondent. 

London, Oct. 24th. 

The temporary calm in the Cnlkana does 
not, it is believed, go bolnw the surface, i 
Great tension, it is said, exists at present 
between Bulgaria and Servia; and not- 
withstanding the agencies operating in 
favor of peace, there are many who regard 
war as well nigh inevitable. If one may 
believe the telegrams coining 'from Bul- 
garian sources the Servians are wholly to 
blame for the predicament, and must be 
held responsible if hostilities break out. 
Quite the opposite of that is the true ex- 
planation of the state of things, if tlio 
infonnatipn from Servia may be relied 
upon; because from the Servian point of 
View, the Bulgarian policy pursued sinco 
f|ie establiuhment of that 'state has led, up 
\.o the existing imbroglio. LJe that as it 
may, the opinion is very general both in- 
side and outside of King Milan's domin- 
ions that Servia has gouo so far aa to make 
jt very difficult for her to recede. {far ia 
)t lively that bIib would recede, wero it 
permisaiblp to follow tu the full thu bent 
of her own inclinations. King Milan, 
like Prince Alexander, is being made to 
feel that no step of a warlike character 
can be taken without reckoning with the 
signatory powers; and all the indications 
for the time being are that these are de- 
termined upon the maintenance of peace. 
But so long as the determination of the 
powers is not bucked by the surety of 

ARMED INTERVENTION 
in case of the peace being broken, there 
cap bp no apsciuto certainty of war being 
avoided! The" agitation in Greece is 
gathering strength, the samo thing is true 
ill Montenegro, and as to Hervia, tliero 
fj'ari bo 'no doubt about the warlike feeling 
thijt has taken possession of the popula- 
tion. It is hard to say, therefore, what 
might happen if the match tjere accident- 
ally applied to the train of combustibles 
lajci on the Bulgarian frontier. Much 
will depend on the arrangement now being 
negotiated by the povrera; for King Mil- 
an's government ia pledged to remain 
quiet and to abstain fruin all action of u 
hostile character, on condition that the 
state of things established by the* Treaty 
pf Berlin be restored.' Except that Gavril 
ifasha is no ; longer yice'roy of ijiastcru 
|loumelia, and that the .ejus of the gov- 
pvntnonp of that province are lu-|d in S<>fja, 
t-fje stivto of thiogs referred to, the status 
quo ante, is, in so far as appearances go, 
already restored. But a chief peculiarity 
of the oastern question, in its general 
features as in its'points of detail, Is that 
there ig so littlo about it to bg depended 
upop for any length of time. The rival in- 
terests are 'so many and conflicting, the 
national 

hates and ttELjcjioys, ANTAGONISMS 
so Qorco, and the undcr-ctirrents so sweep- 
ing, that a sudden turn of affairs here or 
art outburst there might, at any time, en- 
velop the whole region and much farther 
afield in all the confusion of war. The 
letter which the Servian minister in Lon- 
don haB written to Mr. Gladstone on the 
subject shows how far-reaching aro the 
consequoncea of Prince Alexander's act, 
and how many and complicated are the 
interests alfected by it. 

The season of bazaars and charity sales 
is progressing. With all duo appreciation 
of the excellent motives that actuate the 
movers in such matters, I venture to put 
in a warning-note by recounting an ac- 
tual incident. A lady, being rcquestod 
to add her name to a subscription list Jor 
charitable- purposea, gave aa reason tor 
ji'ef refusal, "I have dnno all I can for 
charity j I have been to the charity ball, 
tho fancy fairs, and ever bo many private 
thoatricals, aud all for charity.'' This is 
charity reduced to such a minimum that 
it is only a euphemism to call it by that 
namo. I hear that an 



INTERNATIONAL IIKAUTY SHOW 
is contemplated for tho winter soason. 
All nations to compote, and tho prizes to 
bo very substantial. Five hundred pounds 
for the fairest, and three and two for 
those who come nearest in' the opinion of 
tho judges, the modern Venus not being 
contented with an applo. The official an- 
nouncement was made at Oxford on Sat- 
urday that Mr. Hubert Herkomer, 
A. 11. A., had been elected to tho Slade 
Professorship of Art, in the place of Mr. 
lluskiti. At the age of thirty six Mr. 
Herkomer thus linds honors falling thick 
upon him. The distinguished painter was 
born at Waal, in Bavaria. Since, how- 
ever, he has lived in England ever since 
he was eight years old, he can hardly be 
oalled a foreigner It is true be is fond 
of taking scenes of life in Bavaria aa sub- 
jects for his pictures, but, on tho other 
hand, the memorable "Lust Muster" of 
Chelsea pensioners, tho picture repre- 
senting '"Eventide,, a scene iu the West- 
minster Union," and that which bo thrill— 
ihgly depicts an incident at tho Ports- 
mouth dockyard gates, after the loss of 
the Atlantic, not to speak of several moro, 
show that his adopted country serves also 
to largely mapire his genius. 

A Uf AND ABTISTS. 
Speaking on tho relation of art and 
ooinmetcialiam, Mr. Walter Crane, the 
well-known artist, gave • his imprimatur 
to the story that Mr. F. Watts, one of the 
few living artists properly called ideal, 
offered to decorate the hall of the Easton 
station with fiescoes, without charge, if 
tho railway company would bear the cost 
of tho material. The oiler was refused I 
Mir. Oscar Wilde beautifies our hideous 
wall-posters. "In the silver of tho morn- 
ing and the gold of tho evening," he 
says, "they sometimes become as fantas- 
tic in coloring and as delightful as a Jap- 
anese fan." If Mr. Wilde had not so 
much more imagination than tho majority 
of his fellow-countrymen he would feel 
moro inclined to suggest tho imposition 
of a tax upon every one of those enormous 
board-advertisements that render day 
hideous. The Belgians have found tho 
advantage of that tax. 
Tho bi centenary of the 
REVOCATION 0¥ THU EDICT OF NANTES 
was celebratud at Canterbury on Monday 
by special sermons in the cathedral, and 
Wesleyan and other places of worship. 
The members of the congregation of the 
French Protestant church attended the 
oathdral. The dean preached in theaftor-_ 
noon and Canon Freemantle occupied tho 
pulpit in the evening. It was in 
1598 that tho odict of Nantes was pro- 
mulgated. By it tho Huguenots, after 
sixty years of persecution, were al- 
lowod at last comparative liberty of con- 
science. Persons of the Protestant faith 
wero now admitted to public employment. 
Their children wore afforded access to the 
schools and universities, and wero provid- 
ed with equal representation in some of 
the provincial parliaments. The friends 
of intolerance in France and elsoiyhere 
repudiated this liberal policy, and efforts 
were iucessantly made to socuro its over- 
throw. It was not, howover, until 

Loyis xiv. lav dying 
in tho autumn of 1085 that tho ediet was 
annulled. The act of revocation was pub- 
lished on tho '22nd of October, 1685, and 
was mainly tho work of Madame De Main- 
tenon. Canterbury has anticipated the 
bi-contenary by several days. Tho French 
Protestant church therp js one of the few 
that directly represent the exiled conti- 
nental Protestants. More than 300 years 
have passed since the first body of exiled 
Walloons met there, and down to ettr own 
time fchehj descendants have continued to 
worship at the same shrine unmolested 
except by the unsuccessful attempt by 
Archbishop Baud to compel them to con- 
form to the English ritual. 

Ninety-Nine Years for Murder. 

In the circuit court at Woodsfidd, 
Guernsey county, Ohio, David Conger, 
who was convicted of murder in the 
second degree for killing his wife in 
June last, waH sentenced Frida\ to the 
penitentiary for Hfo, The murder jwas 
r jiioat brutal one, he killing his young 
wife with an axe because she interfer- 
ed in behalf of a six. year old son whorn 
lie was beating cruelly. From the ruo- 
rqent of his incarceration until the last 
words that dropped from the judge's 
lips hud sealed ''is doom, the wretch 
had npt sjiokeii a word or made art 
audible noise with his tongue, feign- 
ing insanity, lie played the deaf and 
dumb act successfully for moro than 
four months. All efforts of the ollicors 
to inake him speak were without effect. 
Even a severo shock from an eleotrie 
battery was applied in tha hone of 
loosening his ' tongue,' only made him 
squirm with pain. Throughout his trial 
ho hod been immovable, and when the 
sentence was about to bo proti'Ottheec 
tha officers had to lift him to his feet. 
The words of the years' sentence 
had hardly echoed through tho court 
room when the mysterious criminal, 
who had f o long remained apparently 
dumb, yell d, out an avalanche of oaths 
at the court, and turning to, tho crowd, 
said: 'I liave gait more sand and back- 
bone than any of you, and if you can 
stand it J can, too." He was quickly 
hurried from the court room and land- 
ed in his cell, but he continued to 
ahowpr abuses in a Boreanling voice on 
all mankind.

BANK SECTIONALISM. 

It scarcely needed the jubilate Dto of 
the Columbian, which waa wafted across 
tho gulf on Wednesday, or tho loss 
courageous and pronounced rejoicing of 
the Times of this city to show how in- 
tensely pleased the worthies who conduct 
those shoet* are at tho prospect they 
imagine they see of realizing on their 
Coal Harbor investments. As a rule no 
one looks for anything but unfair com- 
ment upon all things affecting island in- 
terests from tho Columbian. The in- 
tensely Bectional course of that journal 
has deprived it of much of the influence 
it might otherwise have enjoyed in this 
part of tho province. Instead of working 
for the interests of tho whole province 
the Columbian has confined its attentions 
to the "narrow neck of land" or ponin- 
sula in which it is more directly con- 
cerned, and is unable to do justice to any 
other section. The public are aware that 
the first terminus of the Canadian Pacific 
railway was at Port Moody; and that at 
its last session the local house consented 
to compensate with land tho company for 
extending tho line to Coal Harbor. 
Among those who voted in fuvor of tho 
extension and the grant were a majority 
of the island members. Had thoir votes 
boen cast in an opposite direction it is safe 
to say that the measure would have been 
thrown out, and tho Coal Harborites 
would havo still whistled for their ter 
minus. Naturally one would suppose that 
a sense of gratitude towards tho island — 
to say nothing of decency — would havo 
impelled tho Columbian to confine its re- 
marks upon Mr. Van Home's rocont visit 
to a discussion of tho relativo merits of 
the railway, and that if he did not adhere 
strictly to o truthful record he would at 
least refrain from giving expression to his 
feelings in an offensive manner. The ex- 
pectation has not been realized. Under 
a great, staring heading ho prints a 
dispatch from Victoria, in which he states 
that Mr. \e-n Home had pr'ickod tho 
railway ferry bubble, with tho addition 
that The Coloniil had come out accepting 
the situation, when, as a matter of fact, 
The C0loni.1t mado no comment upon Mr. 
Van Home's romark; it did not and does 
not "accept the situation," or admit the 
impracticability of a ferry. In remarking 
upon its untruthful dispatch tho Colum- 
bian say a: 

It iB quito evident that tho people of 
Victoria have become aware of the folly 
of clinging to the foolish expectation of 
being the "practical" terminus of the 
C. P. R. When The Coloniit throws up 
tho sponge, tho whole game 13 up. 

The Columbian may now be said to 
have torn off the hypocritical mark which 
it has so long ' worn with rogard to the 
extension, and already in its mind's eye 
it sees Victoria's commerce destroyed and 
its people reduced to beggary. Let our 
contemporary remember the^ man who 
counted his chickens beforo they were 
hatched. 

PUBLIC WORKS. 

An evening contemporary which is gen- 
erally naughty but seldom iviso goes out 
of its way to attack and villify tho gov- 
ernment on several matters of policy; 
notably on roadwork and public schools. 
Our contemporary is barking up the wrong 
tree. In the matters of public improve- 
ment and education this government 
itands in bright contrast with the govern- 
ment which immediately preceded them. 
There has been no favoritism 3hown in tho 
distribution of public monies. Roads 
have been made and bridges built and 
schools established in districts and locali- 
ties where they were wanted. There has 
never been a question raised as to whether 
the people who were to be boneiittod by 
the improvement wero supporters or op- 
ponents. The only questions that have 
weighed with the ministry wore utility and 
ability; — that is, waa tho proposed improve- 
ment a necessity and were the funds 
at tho oommand of the government sufli- 
oient to bear the strain/ Satisfied upon 
those two points the improvement was at 
once ordered. Our contemporary may 
term this a system of bribing electors; 
but until convinced to the cuntrary we 
shall continue to regard it aa a sound, 
wise and honorable policy — tho only one 
that should obtain under reeponaible gov- 
ernment. Unfortunately for the country 
a widely different policy obtained under 
a previous administration, and tho results 
were so disastrous that no four need be 
entertained of this government copying 
so bad a precodeut. 

G YE R NM E A' T COAL HARBOR 
AND ENGLISH BA Y LANDS. 

Would it not be well if the government 
wero presently to throw on the market a 
portion of tho lands which thoy hold in 
reserve on and about Coal Harbor and 
English Bay! The resen-o consists of 
some 18,000 acres, much of which ia pre - 
aumahly valuable. There is a belief that 
if offered soon fair prices would be ob 
tainod.

The earnings of the Canadian Pacific 
railway company for tho week ending Oc- 
tober yiat amounted to $299,000, against 
S255,O0O for tho corresponding week last 
year, an incroaso of §44,000. Number of 
miles in operation, 3,064. 

At the meeting to day of the creditors 
of Mr. James Stewart, proprietor 0/ tho 
TimeB, who lately failed with liabilities of 
§12,000, he made an offer of 25 conto on 
the dollar for the type and presses. The 
proposal was taken under consideration 
by the creditors. It is expected that the 
publication of tho paper will bo resumed 
again if Mr. Stewart gets a compromise ao 
a campaign organ for the grit party, which 
ic organizing actively for a provincial gen- 
eral election.

Prci»nrliiB to Take Over I lie 
IS. C. Section. 

Agitation for Kiel's Reprieve; 

Pi-ensure to be Itiouxlit to Save 
Hfiu. 



Montreal, Nov. 115.— La Presso comos 
out boldly in demanding tho reprieve of 
tho death ponalty on Kiel. It also an- 
nounces that Gironad, Ocsjourdins and 
Coursol havo informed Sir John Macdon- 
ald that if Kiel is hanged he must not 
look for their support in future. It sug- 
gests that the whole of tin; French con- 
servative memberB go in a body to Ottawa 
and demand tho same. It says this trump 
card will bo played to save Kiel and de- 
feat tho Orangonien's rovonge and vin- 
dictiveneas. 

QrjBBEO, Nov. 13. — A telegram was r'e- 
coivod to-day from the captain of the 
steamship Brooklyn, which is ashore near 
Heath point, stating that she lies exactly 
in the same position and that the ship 
wrecked party aro all well. ■ Tho weather 
has moderated somewhat, but ice has bo- 
gun to form. 

No news has been received from the 
steamship Titania, which is ashore at 
Observation point. 

MONTREAL. Nov. 13. — The railway de- 
partment is now engaged in making an 
examination and appraisement of the roll- 
ing stock, etc., usod by J!r. Ouderdonk 
in constructing the British Columbia sec- 
tion of tho Canadian Pacific railway. Ac-, 
cording to the terms of tho contract the 
government were bound to purchase this 
plant, rolling stock, etc. , when tho work 
was done, at a valuation. As soon as Mr. 
Ondordonk's claim is satisfied the road and 
rolling stock will be handed over to the 
Canadian PaciGc company. It is under- 
stood that, there will be no regular 
through service to tho Pacific coast on 
the Canadian Pacific railway until next 
spring. 

Reoina, Nov. 13. — Preparations for 
hanging the leader of the halfbreods in 
their two rebellions are complete; but in 
the absence of the final order from tho 
government to carry out the sentence of 
death, it seems probable that he will again 
be respited. Tho order directing tho 
execution to take place next Monday has 
not yet arrived and a statement is made 
to-night that unless a specific order arrives 
by to-morrow morning tho judge will is- 
sue an order for hia furthor respite. It 
has been customary heretofore, in ordinary 
cases, for a sheriff to carry out tiie mandate 
of the jury on the simple authority of a 
telegram from Ottawa; but tho Kiel case 
has provoked such a fierco controversy 
throughout the Dominion that the sheriff 
declares he will not assbmo tho responsi- 
bility of acting on what might prove a 
forgod telegram. Meanwhile Kiel is kept 
undor tho closest surveillance. Ho is 
oloF.ely confined in jail within the barracks 
of tho mounted police, two miles from 
this village, and a mounted guard of GO 
men is constantly maintained, sentries 
occupying the post of observation une- 
half mile distant from tho camp. No 
strangers areadmitted even to the corridors 
of the jail, and the only view obtainable 
of the condemed rebel ia when ho is pac- 
ing in the jail-yard for an hour each 
morning accompanied by his medical ad- 
viser. The military aro weary of the work 
of guarding the prisoner as the wildest 
rumors are continually emanating of ef- 
forts making to rescue him. A body of 
mounted men approaching tho post early 
this morning occasioned a temporary flut- 
ter on the intimation that the Dumont 
party had crossed the boundary line from 
the south to rescue their former leader. 
It proved to be a detachment of mounted 
police from Wood mountain. Tho fate of 
tho rebel and the action of tho Dominion 
authorities has taken complete possoasion 
of all tho people in Manitoba and the 
Northwest territory, and was tho para- 
mount theme of every pulpit address in 
Winnipeg yesterday. Dominion thanks- 
giving day was tinged with Kiel, and near- 
ly every Protestant orator spoke openly in 
favor of his execution which possibly 
echoes the sentiment of a large proportion 
of the resident population. 

St. Paul, Nov. 13.— A Begins special 
to tho Pioneer Press, says, serious troublo 
may be expected from Indians next spring 
in the Northwest territories. Crowfoot 
and his band believe all the soldiers who 
wont north were killed because thoy did 
not arrive from Fort Pitt and Edmonton. 
Most of these are well armed and have 
ample money to purchase ammunition 
Crowfoot's loyalty so far has been ensured 
by tho government granting all his do- 
manda. When snow leaves in the spring 
trouble may bo anticipated for 
him and his band. It is repoi tod that the 
Indians have driven off 30 head of stock 
from Medicine Hat in the last fow days 
and that trouble may come sooner than 
expected. 

ReOINA, Nov. 13. — Kiel received a let- 
ter from his mother and wife yesterday, 
written on tho eve of the expected execu- 
tion. The mot her believes in tho divine 
mission of her son sincu his infancy, and 
Benda her blessing. The letter was very 
pathetic, and elicited tours from the con- 
demned man. On Monday Kiel made a 
long speech to Father McWilliams. His 
misBion, he said, was to purify the Roman 
Catholic church and to infuse new spirit 
in it. Ho was so excited that tho divine 
begged him to calm himself. Father An- 
dre is now locked within tho coll at each 
of his visitations. Riol has made his will, 
in anticipation ui his execution. Ho 
leaves only a small amount of land in 
Montana. His will ia more of a political 
harangue than anything else, Ho leaves 
all of writings to Father Andre, who at ill 
declares hia beliof that Kiel is insane, and 
believes that he will walk to the scaffold 
and die game. He says the convicted 
man deBirea to make a speech on tho scaf- 
fold. 

Montkeal, Nov. 13 — A deputation 
of mombers of parliament to-day sought 
an interview with Sir Hector Langevin 
at St. Martin's Junction on the Bubject of 
the commutation of Riol'a aeutenco, but 
he said he regretted he waa unablo to give 
any information about the mattor, stating 
he wbb sworn to secrecy and theroforu 
could not speak of it. A caucus of fully 
20 Fronch conservative mombers of par- 
liament was held here to-day to take some 
action in rogard to the matter, After 
some discussion it was decided to send a 
meaaage to Premier Macdonald stating 
they declined to be held responsible be- 
fore their constituents fcr hanging Riol. 
A further discussion followed, during 
wjiich it transpired that Sir Hoctor Lan- 
gevin at tho interview at St. Martin's 
Junction intimated that Hon. Mr. 
Chapluau would give thorn ex- 



planation on tho subject this 
evening, and it was consequently 
determined to adjourn the meeting until 
the secretary of state had been heard. It 
is said that should the explanations of 
Chapleau prove unsatisfactory it is pro- 
posed either to aeud a telegram or to pro- 
ceed to Ottawa in a body to morrow 
morning and petition tho premier in per- 
son. The feeling among the people ia that 
he is doomed, so that Sir John Macdon- 
ald's ministry depends upon tho extreme 
penalty being carried out, and that -weio 
the sentence commuted tho conservatives 
of Ontario would never be re-elocted. It 
ia also bolisved that all the ministers, 
even including Sir H. Langevin, concur 
in the decision of the cabinet.

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Nov. 13.— Oapt Wal- 
lace and Second Mate C. Peterson, of tho 
barkontine Melancthon, from Gray's har- 
bor, wero washed overboard on Nov. 4th, 
while furling the jib. The captain was 
drowned but tha second mate grasped a 
rope and saved himself. 

EASTERN STATES. 
St. Paul, Nov. 13. — A strong petition 
is on foot to secure tho release from a 
sevon-year sentence of 0. Swan for em- 
bezzling §35,000 from the Northern Pa- 
cifio, on the ground that lie pleaded 
guilty. He was a great worker in tho 
church, and was detected in doaling; in 
margins. 

COLORADO. 
Denver, Nov. 13.— A Silver Cliff 
special says: . An explosion of a box of 
giant powder in tho powdor room of tho 
Pull Domingo mine, at 7 o'clock this even- 
ing, set tire to the buildings, and in ten 
minutes tho entire shaft, house and hoist- 
ing works wero bumod to the ground. 
The mino timbers aro on liro, and twelve 
men, who are at work on tho lo wer level, 
are in great peril. Hundreds of oilizens 
havo gona to the scene of conflagration 
with ropes and other appliances to at- 
tempt to rescue the imprisoned miners. 
W. H. Fobs, superintendent, was in the 
building just beforo tho explosion, and is 
now missing. 

WASHINGTON. 
New York, Nov. 13 — A Washington 
special says t hat tho state department 
officials say they havo no information re- 
lative to tho expulsion of German- Ameri- 
can citizens from Prussia, which ia refer- 
red to in tho cable dispatches. Secretary 
Bayard says that our minister at Berlin iB 
instructed to watch nil :aaea with great 
care, and in case there Bhould be any vio- 
lation of tho treaty to advise our govern- 
ment at once by cable.

St'Itl'tiUS CHINESE LABOK. 

What Hie I>is<-lii»i'K««l Coolies 
Mill Probably l>o. 

Several Chinese merchants of Victoria 
who wero spoken with on the subject Beem 
to bo of tho opinion that there will be no 
more noticeable distress among tho poorer 
class of their countrymen this winter than 
usual, notwithstanding the fact that rail- 
way construction on the mainland is fin- 
ished. . In support of this opinion it was 
advanced that tho passenger rate to China 
lately olfered hy sailing vessels hiiL been 
so low (from §15 to §20) as to present no 
obstacle to the departure of almost as 
many Chinese as wished to leave for their 
native country. Since the 1st of last 
September about 1000 Chinese have loft 
hero for China, some direct and others by 
way of San Francisco. Uf these only 082 
— about two thirds of them — took return 
certificates, showing they did not all of 
them contemplate making another visit. 
Since these went away 05 Chinese havo 
legitimately entered the province. Of 
course during tho progress of railway work 
Chinese engaged thereon came and wont, 
spreading over tho populated part of the 
country and entering other employment, 
but when tho work was in full blast thero 
must have boon considerably over 8000 of 
them on the Onderdouk contracts of the 
Canadian Pacitio line. During the five 
years and over which this division took in 
construction it is estimated that noarly 
1500 of its Chinese hands sickened and 
died; tho wet, and especially tho cold 
weather being against thneo who have 
been accustomed to the warm, dry, cli- 
mate «f the principal portion of China. 
The discharge of the coolies, also, has 
been gradual, and while there is 
undoubtedly on tho mainland a largo 
number of them scattered in camps 
of their own with the intention uf 
wintering as cheaply as possible, still a 
groat many havo gently and beautifully 
glided over the line, while more still have 
gone to the mines. Their rigorous econ- 
omy and their exact knowledge of tho 
most inferior quality, and tho smallest 
quantity uf food calculated to keep them 
alive, will enable those who havo decided 
to wait hero for ^'something to turn up" 
to ward oil' the Grim Conqueror longer, 
perhaps, than tho same number of white 
men would havo been able to do. One 
thing appears certain, that tho last of 
those who intended leaving for China are 
going in the vessel Southern Chief, which 
is about to sail for Hongkong. Many of 
those who want to go hut cannot, and 
those who can go but will not, may yet 
find that spring will bring with it tho ne- 
cessity to seek a livelihood elsewhere. 
Their only alternative is the States, Tt is 
a groat country, and one way and another 
will moat likely he in the future as it has 
in the past, greatly iudobted to British 
Columbia for an increase of immigration, 
even though that immigration be only 
Chinese. 

Antt-C. P. Bt. Hot. 

The Chronicle of San Francisco con- 
tinues its senseless raid on tho Canadian 
Pacific Railway. Here is its latest screed : 
"It is evident that the Canadian Pacific is 
not going to bo a formidable rival to the 
more southerly lines, at least for some 
time to come. Snow, ice and frosts are 
impedimenta which it is difficult to over- 
come. A modorate quantity of anew may 
be shoveled away, a certain amount of ice 
may be thawed out, and a certain degree 
of cold may bo endured, but when it comes 
to mountains of snow, to glaciers of ice 
and to a steady temperature of -10 degrees 
below zero for days together, the energies 
of man are par alyzed hy tho mere con- 
templating of such insuperable obstacles. 
Who is going to run the risk of traveling 
in a region where a train may be dotuinod 
for weeks without food or fuell Who is 
going to ship goods by trains which may 
be buried under snow for months/ If the 
Canadian Pacific ia ever opened to traffic 
tliero is one lino of business for which it 
is especially adapted. This is the mani- 
fest destiny of our northern neighbor. 
The carrying of passengers and ordinary 
goods ahe must loave to others."

' Two Indians arrived yesterday morn- 
ing by tho mail steamer from San Fran- 
cisco who, when they loft their wigwams, 
on tho shore of Hoaquiat harbor, on tho 
west coast of this island, never meant to 
travel half so far aa they have. They 
went away on a sealing schooner last sea- 
son, and lost her one day in a fog in tho 
Behring sea. They filially made the 
Alaskan coast, whence they wore taken 
in tho United States cutter Corwin for 
San FranciBco. From there the British 
consul obtained passage to Victoria, and 
here they are, arid from here they will de- 
part in a few days for their home, to 
revel aa tho oentral figures in an im- 
mense clam- bake.

Aa an unlucky investor at Coal Harbor, 
allow me to expross my dissatisfaction 
with the arrangement made. Far from 
being satisfied, 1 am completely disgusted 
with it. I bought my lots nour the Hast- 
ings mill and the town of Granville, on 
the «o!emn assurance made by the person 
who sold mo that it was arranged with 
the 0. P. R. to have the terminus on Coal 
Harbor, in Burrard inlet. Now [ learn 
that the terminus ia not to bo where I 
was given to understand, namely, near 
Granville- and tho Hastings mill; bu,t 
partly on tho peninsula and partly south 
of it, at the line of English bay and Falae 
creek I 

If yon look, Mr. Editor, at a map of 
Naw Westminster district and bear in 
mind that the C. P. R. own thousands of 
acrea adjoining False creek and English 
bay, you will aeo that the C P. R.'ft in- 
tention is to have the terminus at the 
mouth of Falso creel; and on the shore of 
English bay, which ia two miles away 
from tho Hastings mill site. Van Home 
confirma this view by the favorable corn- 
uariaon he made between English bay 
and theC. P. R. terminus at Port Arthur, 
Lake Superior — no breakwaters needed, 
as whai-voa naturally protected, elc.

The Bad Work (ifliud Indians. 

Deminq (N. M), Nov. 8.— The messen- 
ger who brought in tho news of the kill- 
ing of Mrs. John T. Shy, yesterday, was 
so scared and oxcited, and hia story was 
ao incoherent that it was not until day- 
light when the bodies of the slain were 
brought in, that tho truth was known. It 
aeema that at noon a band of about thir- 
teen Indians surrounded Shy's house. 
Oho Indian, in approaching the window, 
at which Shy sat, made a alight noiao by 
striking hia foot against a box, and at the 
sound Shy turned in time to look down a 
rifle in tho hands of the Indian. Thia was 
tho first he knew of the presence of the 
Indians. He jumped for his rifle, and both 
(ired almost at the same instant. For two 
hours the Indians fired into tho houso at 
every opportunity, Shy returning tho firo. 
The Indians then set fire to tho home of 
John Yoator, one of the members of the 
Missouri Florida cattle company, whose 
liouso adjoined the Shys. When Shy's 
house caught firo, ho told his wife and 
hoy, the latter agod 11 yeara, to follow 
him out and to make a break for the near- 
ost ravine and hide, whilo he covered their 
retreat. On opening tho door ho was met 
by a shower of bullets, and on 'reaching 
the nearest pilo of rocks, five Indiana 
sprang up, the muzzles of their guns being 
losa than two feet apart. After one 
firo tho Indians ran, leaving Shy 
in poasossiou of the rock pile. 
His wife and child made good their 
rotroat to tho ravine. Shy fought the In- 
dians all tho afternoon till sundown, when 
they left. John Yeatei and wife were in 
Deming all day, returning at night. When 
ubout five miles from tho ranch they were 
met by tho Indisti6 and killed. Tho man 
was killed by a bullot wound in the head. 
The woman, when found, lay on hor face, 
with hor akull crnthod in. A relief party 
brought tho bodies into Deming. They 
"tilao brought in Mrs. Shy, who was noarly 
dead with fright and fatigue, and her boy, 
who was badly woundod by a bullot 
through hia thigh. Shy escaped unhurt. 
Captain Chaffee's lookout, on a point of 
the mountain, ar.w the burning houso and 
went to investigate. Tho men wero sur- 
prised by the Indians, and one scuut was 
killed and one soldier wounded.

Rangoon, Nov, 12. — Advices just re- 
ceived from Mandalay state that ttio Bur- 
mese havo detained the steamer which 
was sent to Mandalay to bring away the 
Europeans, and threaten to burn her if 
she attempts to loavo. Foreigners are 
not allowed to loavo. The British expe- 
ditionary force, under Gen. Pendorgost, 
will cross tho frontier of Burmah on Sun- 
day. The flotilla is now ready and com- 
prises 45 steamers, barges and floating 
batteries which ate being fitted out from 
six of tho largest barges. Each of the float- 
ing batteries curries two GO pound how- 
itzers, and are attended by armed launches 
and 12-poutld siege guns, mounted on tho 
steamer. The force numbers 10,000 men, 
Boventy camp followers, five hundred 
mulos and two elephant batteries. 

Calcutta, Nov, 13.— Lord Diifferin, 
Viceroy of India, has ordered General 
Bendergast, cominander of tho Burmah 
expeditionary force, to invade forthwith 
and proceed with all haste to capture 
Mandalsy. The British forces will not 
cross tho frontior immediately. Recent 
dispatches f rom Rangoon state that tho 
inhabitants of the districts of Burmah, 
whero no largo gfttrisens aro maintained, 
are greatly alarmed over reports that 
Kine: Theb&w has subsidized several thou- 
sand Dacotaa to cross the frontior and be- 
gin plundering and murdering at tho first 
note of wtu. Tho Dacotas are robbers 
who work in Inrfjo gangs and aro noted 
for thoir bold exploits. Having neither 
baggage nor commissariat, theaa bands 
travel with marvelous speed, and it will 
be hard for the British troops to catch 
them,

And 
there's a funny thing about it Regular 
drunkards are better customers Hum occn- 
sionala. Ci tho former, two thirds try to 
sobar up with drugs before confronting 
an irate wife or mother: of the latter, 
only a third go to an apothecary. Almost 
all have a limited knowledge of what 
they want, but let us determine the quan- 
tity-to be given. The favorite potion is 
bromido of potash and aromatic amonia. 
Another is bromido and valerian. Old 
topers and opium eaters want laudanum 
or morfhiiie in their-. 

"Another cla-s come in perfectly sober, 
but desire something to disinfect their 
breath or disguise it.

Arsenic 
sprinkled over the crops will destroy the 
insects. Several years ago Varis ureen 
was used, but it aid not prove a, fatal a3 
arsenic The grasshoppers fad dead in 
the field aud are used as < oinposf. 

"Our big arsenic trade is now confined 
almost exclusively to tho extreme western 
states. Iowa, Texas, Arizona, Kansas 
aud many of the territories use large quan- 
tities. It has only been of l ife years; 
though, that the trade has been so ex- 
tensive. "
